LETTER FROM LOS NIETOS 


. 
Los N if.t o s, October 2ttth, 1873. 
The weather is olear and warm, the 
days and nights t ool. Farmers report 
a good yield of corn, larger than xvas 
anticipated in the early part of the 
'season. 
Why not have a sugar beet refinery 
in Southern California? The Alvarado 
mills are a success, as well as the re- 
tlneryat Sacramento city. There is no 
place in America xvliere the sugar 
Deet can be raised more cheaply and 
with better success than in Los Nietos 
valley. 
W e are credibly informed by 
persons who have experimented in 
this valley with the sugar beet, that 
they can be raised at a cost of $1 per 
ton, with a yield oLfiO tons per aere.. 
Seed that whs sent to this valley from 
San Francisco and planted in May 
last, has proved beyond a doubt that 
they are a success here, growing in 
in tour months to the enormous weight 
of 20 pounds each, where they were 
not planted too thick. A lot of those 
beets have been sent to San Francisco 
for assay, but we think the proper test 
would he by sending a few tons and 
make a run on Iajs Nietos beets alone, 
and that would give a true test of 
their sacliarine properties, it isa no­ 
torious fact, that every pound of sugar 
that is used in Southern California 
and A rizona,' is shipped from' San 
Francisco, at a cost sufficient to pay 
for the raising of the beets in this val­ 
ley. 
The amount of sugar used in 
tins country and ni Arizona, would 
well pay interest on tiie cost of a mill. 
While there is an immense capital 
hunting investments on this coast, 
and in the east, we think it xvouid be 
well for ithe capitalists to give-this 
question some emisideration. While it 
is a fact that Southern California was 
first settled over a century ago by the 
Spanish people, they only considered 
the country adapted for stock raising, 
and used it for such purposes for more 
than a quarter of a century, but since 
its settlement by the enterprising 
Yankee, or rather the Anglo-Saxon, 
they have by persistent energy and 
experiments, proved the fact that this 
is the most prolitic country for fruits 
und cereals, except ivticut, iiow„known 
to the American people. This country 
is yet in its intaucy, there are yet 
thousand of aeres of good lauds unoc­ 
cupied, waiting industrious immi­ 
gration, hut what we most need is 
consumers, we want a home market 
for the 
raw material, raised here, 
und the only way 
to secure this 
is to encourage manufacturing in­ 
terests. A 'beet sugar refinery would 
give us a home m arket for a large pro­ 
portion of our grain und vegetables; 
lor the men necessary to work the mill 
must be fed. We want distilleries to 
use up the great bulk of corn and fruit 
raised. 
We have the woolen mills 
at tiie city of Los Angeles, which is 
one step in the right direction, antl our 
people should patronize them instead 
of buying shoddy from the slop-shops, 
and auction houses in San Francisco. 
If we ever expect to develop our coun­ 
try und urrive at a point of independ­ 
ence and self sustenance we must en­ 
courage home industry and economy, 
und live upon what we raise; buy from 
home manufactories rise above sec­ 
tional prejudices, and work together 
us one man.

Perils of the Desert. 


. The following letter was received by 
Reginnldo Valenzuela, from Charley 
Vincent, and handed to us for publica­ 
tion: 
I)os P a l m a s S t a t io n , 
Oct. I, 1873. 
Four days ago the son of old Chino 
Theodore, from Fort Yuma, eaine to 
tills station about dark, on foot, and 
nearly'dead for water. lie said that 
lie had left his father and a boy', tiie 
brother of Mrs. Jougur, out 40 yniles 
on tiie desert, without water, and 
nearly dead for the want of it, having 
been without it for three days when lie 
left them twenty-four hours before. 
Joe. Dittier, the station keeper, and 
llank Brown started the next morning 
with :t team and plenty of water to 
find them . After going 25 miles they 
came upon the old man. He had found 
a eusk of water that bail been left by 
surveyors, and had nearly drank him­ 
self to deuth. One of the party' staid 
with him, and the other went to look 
for the boy. After going 15 miles, he 
was discovered stretched out under a 
bush, naked, and almost dead, his 
tongue being swollen and black, and 
blood running out of his nose and ears. 
He was brought to after two hours’ 
hard work, having been without water 
for five days and nights. Their three 
horses died. The party are now stop­ 
ping here and getting along all right, 
ihe old man says that if lie hud not 
lost his knife lie xvouid have cut his 
throat, and ended lus misery. 
The 
station keeper and Brown deserve 
praise for the manner in which they 
acted,, being without food three days 
on their return.—[Arizona Sentinel, 
Oct. 11.

The entire district he 
represents to be the richest in the 
world. The whole section is wonder­ 
fully rich in silver, and the rock runs 
from sixty dollars a ton un to ten 
thousand. 
Our readers will remem­ 
ber th at the German commissioners 
of King W illiam reported Sinaloa as 
the richest mineral region in America, 
and the report of Mr. Moon* bears 
their testim ony out very fully. 
Mr. 
Moore brouglit from Sinaloa some 
rare specimens of woods. 
Amongst 
these was wood that resembled elm, 
which xvouid do admirably for the 
hubs of wagons. 
Logwood, ebony, u 
species of wood th at resembles locust. 
These testify to the weulth of Sinaloa 
in valuable woods.—[World.

F ailure of T hom as Scott to Nego* 
. 
tla te his Bonds. 
The announcement 
th at Thoimia 
Heott has failed for the present, In ne­ 
gotiating his bonds, will be received 
with regret by all in this portion of 
the State and country. 
Now work 
will be necessarily suspended. Only 
so much will be dono as will keep the 
contract with the government intact. 
It Is probable, though, that before 
many months the loan can be nego­ 
tiated, and the work carried on with 
vigor. 
This blow, of course, will be inju­ 
rious to the present interests of south­ 
ern California, but it will fall more 
lightly on Los Angeles than on the 
other cities in this locality. 
The Southern Pacific has been rap­ 
idly building its road during the past 
few months, and has its arms reaching 
out from Los Angeles 25 miles in four 
directions. 
They 
may stop when 
their contract with the county is com­ 
pleted; but this will not be Injurious. 
It will enable the country to grow to 
the railroad development, and the im ­ 
migration will be confined to more 
narrow boundaries in its location. 
This will be advantageous in some res­ 
pects, for a close population is more 
desirable than a scattered one. It en­ 
ables more rapid and complete im ­ 
provements to be made. It brings bet­ 
ter schools, more manufactories, better 
roads and better developed resources. 
As these railroad branches all center 
in Los Angeles, the trade of the coun­ 
try 
and 
villages, must also center 
there. 
In a day or two the H erald 
will contain a fuller discussion of the 
Los Angeles railroad.

Present—President Sabichi, Council­ 
man Mulally, Dockweiler, W orkm an, 
Beaudy, DeCelis and Osborne. 
The minutes were road, amended 
and adopted. 
The Marshal reported $8.590 collect­ 
ed. 
Report received ami placed on 
file. 
The City Attorney reported that 
proceedings had 
been commenced 
in the County Court to condemn the 
lands for High, Pulaski and Tenth 
streets. That the condemnation for 
Mary street would be commenced as 
soon as descriptions were filed. He 
also reported that it was necessary to 
take action concerning the writ served 
on tlie President recently. 
Report 
received and placed on file, and the 
Clerk ordered to furnish a transcrint. 
The Committee on Zanjas reported 
that they, in connection with the City 
Attorney, liad examined the city ordi­ 
nance with reference to tiie propriety 
of getting the railroad to raise the 
necessary sewers on the banks of the 
Los Angeles river. Tlu-y recommend­ 
ed the Mayor and Common Council to 
notify the Superintendent of tin* rail­ 
road of the danger to their works 
through a freshet. 
Received and 
placed on lile, and the Clerk ordered 
to notify the railroad company. 
The Board of Public Works made a 
report recommending the central road 
on the east side of the rivor from the 
new bridge, us surveyed by the City 
Surveyor, provided the owners along 
the road put it in fit condition to be

the 
road 
passes. 
Approved. 
That there is no necessity at present 
for an outlay of $200 tor a culvert 
and improvements on Charity street, 
as these would not give Sixth street 
connection with any other street, and 
the traffic does not demand them. 
That if any improvements arc neces­ 
sary, a dam constructed across the 
gulch was enough to protect the ditch 
in tlie event of a freshet. Referred to 
the Committee on Zanjas, with in­ 
structions to have the work done at 
once. 
That u sidewalk of hard brick ten 
feet wide, with a curbing of redwood 
3x12 inches, be built on the western 
side of Spring street, between First 
and Court streets; and that bids lie 
advertised for immediately, and the 
work be done under the direction of 
the Superintendent of Public Works. 
An ordinance was ordered drafted by 
the Board of Public Works and City 
Attorney covering the matter. 
That tiie culverts on Ninth street be 
completed immediately, and that the 
Board of Public Works enter into a 
contract with W eixel & Burns for the 
construction of the same. 
Tiie Board of Public Works recom­ 
mended eobble stone cross walks, four 
feet wide, properly made, on the fol­ 
lowing streets: Arcadia, across Main;

LETTER FROM SOLEDAD. 


P h iz ano, Loa Angeles County, 1 
October 23, 1873.* j 
E d it o r H e r a l d :—The permanent 
population of this town is quite lim it­ 
ed—not more than 30 in all. About 20 
are native Californians—men, women 
and children. Of the 10 Americans, 
eight are men and two are women. 
But there Is almost daily an accession 
of travelers, prospectors, miners, hunt­ 
ers, laborers or teamsters, some of 
whom manage to tarry a few days and 
keep the hotel table reasonably well 
tilled. 
Ho far, there seems to have 
been no breach of the laws, and no 
necessity for expensive municipal gov­ 
ernment. There is 
No Town Council— No J u ild » r j— Xo 
Police. 
It is neither a commercial nor man­ 
ufacturing town, although there are 
two quartz mills in the vicinity, that 
were used for crushing ores from the 
neighboring mountains. 
Expensive 
labor—high rates of transportation, 
and only a moderate yield of mineral, 
place a balance on the wrong side, and 
work was suspended until more fav­ 
orable auspices would warrant re­ 
sumption. 
Agriculture in its true 
sense, has not dawned on the minds 
of the people of the Pass. 
Then* is a 
kind of infantile resemblence to it, in 
the m anner of gardening adopted, 
partial cultivation being the most 
fashionable. 
Were care and labor be­ 
stowed liberally, the yield would be 
remunerative in corn, barley, potatoes, 
squashes, and most vegetables in com­ 
mon use. There has been no success­ 
ful effort, so far, in developing its 
capacity for producing fruit. As other 
trees flourish in most localities, it is 
reasonable to believe th at ordinary 
fruits would succeed. 
The most important 
business of 
the principal citizens, of both races, is 
stock raising. 
Although not exten­ 
sively carried on, yet there are several 
bandis of horses and mules, and also of 
cattle owned here. They feed in the 
Pass during spring and early summer, 
when pasturage becomes scarce, they 
ate driven up the caflons that open on 
the Pass from among the foot hills, 
where feed is more abundant and water 
in good supply. But few sheep are own­ 
ed here, large bands frequently pass 
from the lower pastures of the coast, to 
the fresh mountain districts and plains 
beyond. 
The chief reliance of the population 
that will gather around the springs, 
and along the pure streams of this 
Pass, will be on 
The Mineral Wealth 
Of the mountains that border it. Oold 
has been found in several localities. 
Copper has been much sought after, 
and unfinished tunnels that penetrate 
far into the mountains, only await the 
stim ulating influences of cheap labor 
and transportation, to be continued 
until the rich mass of ore shall have 
been reached, that is believed to lie a 
few hundred feet in advance of their 
present termination. 
Lead is also 
known to exist, but has never been 
mined as a speciality. 
W hile these more attractive m in­ 
erals engage the attention of those 
who are struggling for sudden wealth, 
there are in tnese mountains others of 
great 
intrinsic value; that require 
more patience and labor to utilize, 
but that as surely lead to w’ealtli—per­ 
haps by a little longer road—that is 
far more likely to endure 
Commercial Mkoeka, 
Than that acquired on elective princi­ 
ples. These are the iron and granite 
found here. 
The former will be in 
demand as long as steamships and 
railroads continue to be useful to man, 
and the question is one of doubt 
whether tne iron interest in all its 
departments of usefulness, is not the 
leading one of the age. The various 
industries engaged in its development 
and utilization are most astonishing 
when one undertakes to trace them. 
W hile cities, public edifices, aque­ 
ducts and bridges continue to be use­ 
ful or ornamental, granite will be 
sought, especially for permanency and 
durability. 
A people employed in 
developing these two products of the 
Molcdad Pwm 
Would accumulate a competency in 
many instances, and often wealth. 
Let not the traveler who hails from 
the wheat regions of the upper Miss­ 
issippi valley or the cornfields of the 
Missouri river, as he looks out on the 
bald mountains of Southern California 
or plains of sand and sage over w'hich 
he rides for long and weary miles, ex­ 
claims “Get me out of this God-for­ 
saken country,” once, and I will prom­ 
ise to never set foot in it again. Per­ 
haps his wheat and corn may furnish 
food to a large and thriving popula- 
tiori, within the next ten years, while 
it is developing treasures from beneath 
the barren sands, he little dreamed of 
when passing. 
It is true tnat this remote portion of 
Los Angeles county, has not the at­ 
tractions presented" by the immediate 
surroundings of your city, but it may 
surprise your As*sessors and Coliectors 
some of these days, by the wealth that 
will roll from its foot-hills and moun­ 
tains. The people are asking thut 
their highways may be improved so 
as to encourage travel. It might be 
well to encourage them in this respect.

W h y t h e T e l e g r a p h R a t e s a r k 
H i g h .—A recent number of the North 
American Review contains the follow­ 
ing in a long discussion of the tele­ 
graph question: Telegraphing costs 
the public in this country about three 
times as much as it should, and this is 
on account of “watering” the stock. 
The average cost of each message in 1872 
was 72 cents, yielding the companies 
about CJ per cent, dividend on the 
real. The people pay the Western 
Union Company nearly $3,000,000 per 
annum on ficticious capital. In some 
of the rival companies each mile of 
wire is represented by $800 though 
the cost is not over $100.
